Charles R. Weeks, district attornes:
Walter R. Jones, acting roroner, ind
other county officinle. Doctor  Wilkins,
convicted last Friday as the slayer of
his wife, Julin, was to have been sen-
tenced tomorrow to death in the elec-
trie chair at Ring 8Sing prison.

Every preeaution had been taken to|
prevent Doctor Wilkina from obtalning
anything with which he might sttempt
ruleide and his jailers were unable to
explain how he eame into possession of
the rope, which wns now. It was im-
possible for anyone from the outside
to throw the rope to the prisoner, for his
eall contained no windows, The bath-
room where Doctor Wilkins ended hin
life also was without windows., A
search of hardwnre stores and other
places where rope is sold was to be
made today in an effort to trace the
purchaser, Tt is said Doctor Wilkins
had pot left his cell during the day and
that hie had no visitors. Also that he
had been thoroughly seached Saturday

informed the authorities that both he
and his ®ife had been nttacked by throe
burglnrs,

The aged physiel wane still nlive
when he was cut down by attendants,
and phyeicinns, worked over him for n
half hour before the deanth lie hnd sought
came to him. Doctor Wilkins's neck
was broken.
